There was £350,000 due 
in the County Limerick since June

affairs that should be altered. 

lt was unfair to the ratepayers in 
places that they should be asked to pay for 
the defaulters, and to remedy that he 

roposed shortly to introduce a bill empower- 
ing the Judicial Commissioner to make an 
order against defaulters without going to 
Court. They should get over this custom, this 
habit, under which annuitants could escape 
payment for at least six months, which was 
the position at the present time. 

Mr. Hogan said, in reply to Mr. M‘Kenna, 
that the Commission never refused annuities 
by post. If such a thing had occurred it was 
irregular, and would not happen in the 
future.

New Alliances. 


The: visit to London of Dr. Edouard 
Benes, Foreign Minister of Czecho- 
Slovakia, will be a political event of more 
than ordinary importance. Ostensibly Dr. 
Benes is coming to England on a visit of 
courtesy. but really his object will be te 
explain to His Majesty's Government the 
exact significance of Czecho-Slovakia’s new 
convention with France. The little country 
is one of the most interesting in Europe. 
Although the Czechs are in a minority of 
the population, they have managed: their 
affairs so adroitly that business is flourish- 
ing; there is virtually no unrest in the 
country, and the political situation of the 
infant State is excellent. ‘Czecho-Slovakia 
is the pivot of the Little Entente, and Dr. 
Benes has played his diplomatic cards 
so well that it has attained an importance 


its size or its position would seem to 
warrant. For a long period the Czechs 
satisfied themselves with the consolida- 
tion of their domestic position. While 
their ; neighbours were squabbling and 
driving their currencies to destruction, they 
were working and laying the foundations. 
of a sound economy, The result was that 
Czecho-Slovakia was able immediately to 
assume the leadership of the Little Entente 
when it was formed. She gathered round 
her in a sort vf defensive alliance the 
people of Jugo-Slavia, Rumania and 
Poland; leaving Austria and Hungary out 
in the cold; and then, when Dr. Benes had 
forged the Little Entente into a political 
weapon of the first magnitude, he began 
to turn his attention to the problem of the 
balance of power. 

He discovered two facts. In the first 
place, he saw immediately that Britain, 
principally through the fault of Mr. Lloyd 
George, had sacrificed for the moment her 
former position as the guardian of the 
scales. The crushing of Germany, of 


course, played an important part in the 


after the Armistice the Allies 
absolutely supreme on the Continent, and 
there really was no need for Britain's 
traditional attitude of careful aloofness. 
In the next place, Dr. Benes recognised 
that France was determined to secure a 
military hegemony in Europe. He took 
note of the advances which she was 
making to Poland, aud very naturally 
decided that the best interests of his 
country demanded that, if there must be a 
military hegemony, Czecho-Slovakia should 
fall within its ambit. France, with an eye 
to the eventual absorption of the Little 
Entente in her scheme of things, was 
delighted to make a treaty with Dr. Benes, 
and within a very short space of time an 
alliance was concluded. This alliance 
places Czecho-Slovakia and Poland almost 
on the same footing in regard to France. 
French officers will train their armies, 
French money will be used to equip them. 
These two small States in combination 
will replace Russia as the bulwark of

independent of British support. Britain 
can secure her own position in two ways. 
She can either strengthen her failing 
friendship with France or seek new Allies 
in other directions.

Itreland and Wembley. 

The Irish Free State will not be repre- 
sented at the British Empire Exhibition 
at Wembley. The Minister for Industry 
and Commerce made this statement in 
Dail Eireann on Thursday, and said that 
the decision had been taken for financial 
reasons.” We think that the country will 
receive it with disappointment and regret. 
In the first place, representation would 
have been a magnificent advertisement 
for the Free State. The Exhibition, which 
will be open from April to September 
next, will be a great show of the wealth 
and resources of the British Empire. It 
is being held with the object of reviving | 
British trade, and the innumerable exhibits, 
and processes that it will display will 
furnish in themselves a commercial and in- 
dustrial education. Hundreds of thousands 
of people will come to Wembley from all 
parts of the world not merely to.see sights, 
but to extend their economic associations 
and to inaugurate profitable trade. Here 
surely is an opportunity to “push” the 
Free State’s industries, to find new 
markets for its agricultural produce and 
to study the business methods of other 
countries, that our Government ought to 
seize with the utmost eagerness. Insularity 
o* outlook is one of our chief faults, and 
the Exhibition would be an effective cure 
for it. Furthermore, a loca] habitation 
and a name at Wembley would enable the 
Free State to give ocular proof not merely 
of its existence, but of its stability. Every- 
body knows that it has arrived, but by 
taking part in this Imperial gathering our 
Government would show that the Free 
State had “come to stay.” The Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland is building an 
Ulster Pavilion at Wembley which will 
be regarded as an emblem of robust faith 
in the prosperity of Northern institutions 
and industry. There is another important 
aspect of the matter. A conference will 
be held in Dublin next week for the 
purpose of reviving the Free State's tourist 
traffic. We hope that it will be success- 
ful; but no local conference can give to 
our tourist traffic one-tenth or one 
twentieth part of the stimulus that would 
result from adequate advertisement at the 
British Empire Exhibition. We are quite 
confident that by such advertisement the 
Government could. establish the Free 
State’s tourist. industry on a sound basis 
in the course of the present year. From 
this point of view alone the Government's 
decision must be regarded as a sad example 
of penny wisdom ' and pound foolish- 
nett. Finally, while we make every 
allowance for tlie State’s need of financial“ 
economy at this time, there is a reason 
which, in our view, ought to have induced 
it to make a special effort to secure repre- 
sentation at Wembley. The Imperial 
Government and the great Dominions have 
treated ‘the Government of the Free State 
with cordial and consistent courtesy, In 
a sense the Free State’s participation in 
the Imperial Festival would have been a 
recognition of that courtesy. Its absence 
certainly will disappoint and, perhaps, 
may be misinterpreted. Did the Govern- 
ment weigh all these consideratig before 
its decision was taken?

Now Denmark Thrives. 


The current number of the Commercial 
Review, which is published by the Danish 
Foreign Office, gives some interesting 
figures that point a moral for farmers in 
this country. A census of Jive stock in 
Denmark, taken on July 16th of last year, 
discloses the fact that the number of pigs 
in that country increased during the pre- 
ceding twelve months from 1,899,019 to 
2,852,826, or about 50 per cent. The 
number of milch cows shows an increase 
of 38,000, or about 3 per cent. Scientific 
methods which have been adopted by 
Danish farmers, supported by the Govern- 
ment, are responsible for these striking 
Mr. J. P. Lund, a Dane who 
emigrated to America and is now attached 
to the United States Agricultural Depart- 
ment, is at present in Denmark with the 
object of furthering a movement for inter- 
national co-operation in agricultural de- 
velopment. If exchange visits between 
Danish and American experts produce good 
results, it is proposed that other countries 
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results. 


in the scheme. The increase in milch 
cows and pigs enables Denmark to export 
butter and bacon in increasing quantities. 
These commodities are among the largest 
and “most important exports of the Irish 
Free State. For trade with Great Britain 
Ireland is geographically in a far more 
favourable position than her rivals, 
Holland and Denmark; but this advan- 
tage is being lost through failure to apply 
the most scientific methods. Education 
and the employment of the best methods 
are essential. It is imperative that no 
methods that have the effect of increasing 
the number of animals that can be reared 
or of reducing the cost of production shall 
be disregarded. ff international co-opera- 
tion, which promises excellent results, is 
adopted by Denmark and the United 
States, the Free State cannot afford to be 
excluded from similar schemes. 


State Theatres. 


Mr. H. Granville Barker is advocating 
a national theatre in England, and in a 
foreword to his latest. book Dr. Yeats 
foreshadows an enrly movement for 
the establishment of a S te theatre 
in the Free State. If the public spirit 
of the Irish race would express itself 
in the liberal endowment of such an 
enterprise, the nation would have

Shakespearean canon may be witnessed, | 
but for dwellers in Ireland this is a happi- | 
ness never to be enjoyed. Shakespeare is 
staged more frequently in Berlin than in 
Dublin, Even in respect of native drama 
this is deplorable; for we cannot hope for 
ambitious work or appreciative audiences 
if our young playwrights and the public 
never see what is best.

A NOTABLE RECITAL. 


MISS JEAN NOLAN AND 
MR. CYRIL SCOTT. 


Miss Jean Nolan, who belongs to Dublin, 
and has often given pleasure to people here 
who love good music, is going to America, 
where she will give recitals. Her part with 
Mr. Cyrii Scott in the Gaiety Theatre yester- 
day was a farewell to Dublin. She had 
already a title to our good wishes for her 
success: she earned, it again * by her 
own beautiful singing and by her splendid 
thought to get Mr. Cyril Scott to take part 
with her. The people who can best recognise 
what makes Miss Nolan's singing a note- 
worthy piece of ‘art are those who find a 
charm for them in Mr. Cyril Scott’s music. 
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Mr. Scott did not come as n pianist of 
great note, and we are not aware that he has 
ever sought prominence as a performer: but 
there is one composer whose. work he is 
specially fitted to interpret, and that com- 
poser is—Cyril Scott. We are glad that he 
was persuaded to draw only on his own work 
for his solo playing. ‘This is what he played: 
Ballad (on a Troubadour air); Pierrot Piece 
No. 1; Danse Négre ; Lotusland : Souvenir 
de Vienne; Irish Famine Song (Passacaglia), 
and; as an addition to the programme, Water- 
Wagtail. Moreover, he himself played the 

ianoforte part in six songs of his, sung by 
fiss Nolan. 

lf Mr. Scott had written nothing but his 
compositions for the pianoforte his place in 
the progress of music would have been estab- 
lished, because those compositions, to which, 
happily, he still adds from time to time, form 
a body of music that is compared most readily 
with that of Chopin. In France the work of 
Chopin has been carried a stage further by 
Debussy and Ravel, but Mr. Scott was one 
of those composers who began to make people 
think that Engiand, after all, had something 
to say in the advance of music, not less note- 
worthy than what was being said abroad. 
It happened that he saw, at the same time 
as the French composers, that harmonic ideas 
could be broadened by the use of a whole- 
tone basis, but his ideas are even broader 
than those of the French school, and he has 
employed them for a much greater variety of 
expression. One recognised through the com 
positions played yesterday a masculine sure- 
ness that distinguishes him from his French 
contemporaries. 

* * * * * 


Miss Nolan must first have praise for the 
arrangement of her programme. Her first 
three songs not only served to give a place to 
great German names in song-writing, but 
gave her time to find her subtler tones 
graduaily. The Bach Bist du bei Mir” 
and the Brahms In Stiller Nacht were in 
quiet shades, and the Schubert Die 
Forelle” needed only surface expression. 
Sie was then ready for the more intense 
expression needed in her French group— La 
Procession (César Franck), L’Entase ”’ 
(Duparc), and La Chanson du Tambourineur“ 
(arranged .by Weckerlin). In this group she 
her best. La Procession had the 
qualities of a fine etching. The emotional 
portent of L'Eutase was almost over- 
Whelming, and in this she made use of a 
beautifully round quality of tone. How com- 
plete is her command of colour and expres- 
sion was exemplified in her transition from 
the rapt devotion of L' Entase to the hilt 
of the Tambourineur song. Her rendering of 
this last gave the kind of pleasure that is 
given by a skillfully cut gem. 

In her second group, again, she covered a 
wondérful range of expression. Sachnowsky's 
The Clock nt a standing test of emotional 
expression in song, and it is hard to believe 
that Miss Nolan eould be excelled by any 
body in her rendering of it. For the Child's 
Prayer at Bedtime,’ by Moussorgsky, she 
used the exact tinge of childish squeakiness 
of tone, which gave the requisite suggestion 
without loss of musjcal quality. In a new 
song, The Shepherdess,’ by Dermot Mac- 
Murrough, she — her skill in another 
way. It is a song in which detailed work 
would be out of place; it must all be delivered 
on one pitch of expression, and the task is to 
strike the right pitch of nobility, and main- 
tain it without -monotony, trusting to a 
forward urge of the song to keep up the 
interest, as the violinist does in the. Bach air 
for the G string. In the set of Ulster airs, 
arranged by Herbert Hughes, she showed a 
happy gift of humorous expression.

In the group of songs by Mr. Scott she 
had, again, scope for a wide range of expres- 
sion. In Waiting she repeated that 
emotional depth registered already in 
é“ L'Entase " ; and her brighter tones and 
lighter humour found scope in “ Don't come 
in, Sir, please and “ In the Silver Moon- 
beams — both delightfully turned. A little 
Lullaby of Mr. Scott's was her last song. 
In ber earlier groups Miss Nolan had the 
soufid assistance -of Dr. Larchet as 
accompamst.

Miss Nolan's qualities are the command of 
a great range of colour in her voice-tones, 
a geverous endowment of what is called 
‘temperament, and an artistic sense which 
leads her to thoroughness in study of her songs, 
and an appreciation of the manner in which 
hey ais be eonveyed to the hearer. 

Fler own musical gifts have been fortified 
by what she has gained in study under 
Korboy in London and Jules Chevalier in 
Paris, supplemented by the friendly guidance 
of Mr. Plunket Greene in regard to folk song.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE KING'S SPEECH.

The Cabinet met again to-day to consider 
the terms of the King’s Speech, and it is 
understood that, after prolonged discus- 
sion, it has decided to omit the mention 
of Protection from the Speech, but to 
include the Preference proposals drawn up 
at the Imperial Conference, The Speech 
probably will refer to the great desirability 
of securing stabilisation in European con- 
ditions, with a mention of legislation to 
increase pre-war pensions and the com- 
bination .of health insurance unemploy- 
ment and old age pensions into one 
contributory scheme. There is little in 
all this to upset the Liberals or the 
Socialists. In fact, thé intention of the 
Government, as representing the largest 
party, is to meet the House of Commons 
next week with a pregramme prepared 
without regard to the possibility of im- 
mediate defeat. ee 
A great many people will be dis 
appointed to learn that the Cabinet found 
itself unable to accept the proposal that 
the King’s Speech next Tuesday should 
be broadcasted from the House of Lords 
No statement has been made as to the 
difficultiés, technical or other, that pre 
vented its adoption. It seems rather 2 
pity that the soe of ‘‘ listeners-in | 
should not have an opportunity of hearing 
His Majesty's voice on a most momentour 
occasion, 


“ No Confidence. 


There is little doubt that upon the 
wording of the Speech from the Throne 
may depend in an unusual degree the 
course of events in the near future. The 
abandonment of the proposal, favoured b) 
some Ministers, to nail Protection to the 
mast, and the. enunciation of the measures 
of social reform which, if remaining in 
office, it proposes to undertake, will put 
the amendment-framers in some difficulty. 
The easy method of challenging the 
Government's fiscal policy will not serve. 
and some other method must be found of 
momentarily uniting Liberalism and 
Labour. In the end a simple vote of 
“no confidence probably will turn out 
to be the only platform on which the 
varied followers of Mr. Asquith and Mr. 
Macdonald can find somewhat. precarious 
standing room. 


The Clyde Brigadw. 


Here Mr. Macdonald is faced with the 
difficulty that the Clyde brigade and some 
other members of his party gre not at 
present inclined to vote for a colourless 
amendment of the kind suggested. They 
hold, honestly enough, that the Labour 
Party should not be afraid of their prin- 
ciples, and that into the amendment, 
which, if carried, is going to place them 
in office, should be inserted a summary of 
the policy which, as a Government, they 
intend to carry out. 


Heroics or Common Sense. 


It Mr. Macdonald, yielding to their 
importunity, and sharing, no doubt, to a 
large extent their convictions, agrees to 
draft the reasoned amendment which they 
propose, he probably will have to say cood- 
bye to all his hopes of immediate office ; 
for a considerable number of the more 
steady-going Liberals—including, perhaps, 
Mr. Asquith himself—will refuse to sup- 
port an amendment on these lines, and 
will either abstain, or in some cases 
actually vote against it. If, on the other 
hand, the Labour leader should decide 
that this is not a time for heroics, ang 
that the ideals of the Albert Hall must 
be placed in cold storage, he may fingl 
that a large and important section of his 
nominal supporters will sullenly abstain 
from the division. 

While still of opinion that the expected 
will happen, and that within the next 
fortnight the Labour 
Asquith's artful aid—will have brought 
the Government down and be forming an 
Administration to take its place, I shoult 
not care to bet more than a slight shade 
of odds upon it. a 


Fusion. 


The possibility that the Government 
might not be defeated qpens up an 
interesting vista. Once the Liberals over- 
come their natural reluctance to vote with 
the Conservatives, they will not find it so 
difficult to vote again on future occasions. 
In fact, a fusion of parties might come 
about in the most informal manner. he 
Liberal leaders, once the die has been cast. 
will find it difficut to dragoon their sup 
porters into voting with the Socialists, and 
in time would have to follow their men or 
lose their positions as leaders altogether. 
Labour would be in a great state of in 
dignation, and, in all probability, there 
would be some scenes in the House, 
because most of the Socialists come from a 
class which does not easily conceal its 
emotions. The fusion of Conservatives 
and Liberals, however, might go on until 
it became something more, and the Con- 
stitutional Party might then come into 
being. 


Mr. Asquith’s I[ilness. 


Insinuations have not been lacking that 
Mr. Asquith's illness is of the diplomatic 
kind. The illness, however, is very 
apropos; for it has kept the Liberal leader 
away from politics at a moment when, 
had he been able to go about and visit the 
House of Commons, the air would have 
been full of stories as to what he has said 
or done, or was about to do or say. In 
the circumstances, he will arrive at the 
House of Commons next Tuesday to take 
the oath in the limelight and amid the 
plaudits of his supporters. A few months 
ago Mr. Asquith was looking quite an old 
man. Possibly a rest and the hope of 
forming another Government will re- 
juvenate him. 


Foreign Visitors. 


During the next few days quite a 
number of distinguished representatives 
of foreign countries will be arriving in 
London. British doubts as to the scope of 
the alliance between France and Czecho- 
Slovakia are responsible for the visit 0 
Dr. Benes, who will arrive from Prague 
next week in order to throw more ligh! 
on the treaty. He will be followed bv 
Count Bethlen, the Prime Minister 0! 
Hungary, who will be accompanied by Mr 
Kallay, his Finance Minister, whose 
mission will be connected with the loan to 
Hungary. The first Egyptian Minister to 
Londen under the new regime, Azziz Izzet 
Pasha, is expected to take up residence 
here next week. Yussuf Kemal. who 1s

‘that it would be used as an argument for the 
transmission of the Budget speech aud other 
great political occasions. 

It is also considered that the broadcasting 
of the Speech on Tuesday might provoke a

decision would rest entirely with Royalty. 

This freedom of action, it is suggested,

REUNION OF CHURCHES 


DR. MacRORY’S 
VIEWS. — 


The Most Rev. Dr. MacRory, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Down and Conner, in an 
interview with a Press representative on the 
subject of Church reunion, expressed himself 
as well satisfied that conferences are being 
held for the purpose of promoting this obje 't 

No Christian who has given serious 
thought to Christ's teaching,” said Dr. 
MacRory, can be satisfied with the present 
conditions, the present Babel of Christian 
tongues. It ought, therefore, to be no matter 
for surprise, much less for censure, if earnest 
Christian leaders of opposing Churches come 
together with a view to reunion; the surprise’ 
rather is that more frequent efforts have not 
been made in that direction. 

lt is your view, then, said the reporter, 
„that reunion is desirable? 

Not merely desirable, Dr. Mae Rory 
answered, but necessary and obligatory, if 
the will of Christ, the Founder of Christianity, 
is ever again to be fulfilled. I say nothing as 
to the conditions of reunion or the creed 
which the united Churches should profess; | 
desire merely to bring home to Christian 
minds that the present deplorable position. is 
absolutely un-Christian, Thus, while we nave 
hundreds of Christian Churcties or sects, all 
differing in doctrine and discipline, and all 
professing to interpret the mind of Christ, the 
New Testament makes it clear to all who will 
see, that Christ Himself wished all Hes 
followers to hold one faith and belong to one 
Church. What else could He mean by gather- 
ing a chosen body of disciples round. Him, 
teaching one — all of them the same 
identical doctrine, and sending them forth to 
teach that same doctrine with His authority 
to all the nations ’ What else could He mean 
by solemnly declaring that He would build a 
Chureh—not many Churches—or by saying 
that there should be one fold or flock, and 
one Shepherd? : : i 

„Would your Lordship. not consider it pos. 
sible, said the interviewer, “ that the true 
Church of Christ in every age may consist of 
devout souls belonging to all the Churches, 
and hence that Christ's ideal is being attained 
without any reunion or any need for it?“ 

„Not at all, the Bishop replied, such 
an idea of an invisible Church, known only 
to God, is a delusion utterly inconsistent with 
the whole teaching of. the New Testament. 
The unity which Christ desired in His Church 
is & visible unity. The very night “before 
He died, in His sublime prayer to the Father, 
recorded by St. John, He prayed for the 
unity, not only of His disciples, but of all 
who, through them, should believe in Him— 
such a unity as should convince the world of 
His Divine mission: ‘That they all * 
ee, 
that they also may be one in Us, that the 
world may believe that Thou hast sent Me 
(John XVII., 21.) Obviously no invisible 
unity would be of any avail to convince the 
C o cé ise só 

Is it any wonder then, in view of such 
clear Spiritual teaching as to the unity of 
Christian doctrine, that, in spite of men like 
Dean Inge, earnest. Christian leaders’ should 
come together in the hope, however. slight, 
of finding some way out of the present con- 
fusion ? ) —. * they feel that the Chris- 
tian world at present is very far, indeed, from 
representing the mind or satisfying the heart 
of the Divine Founder of Christianity. As I 
havé said already, I abstain fronr saving any- 
thing as to the solution that ought to be 
sought, or the creed on which al! should 
acree. What I want to insist upon is that 
the present divisions are a disgrace to Chris- 
tianity, and a most serious obstacle to its 
spread: and that the men who are honestly, 
and at the risk of misunderstanding. seeking 
some way to end them, so far from being 
blamed, ought to be admired and commended 
for their sincerity and courage.” 

The last question put was; Does your 
lordship believe that the present efforts 
towards reunion have any chance of success? 

Dr. MacRory replied: I have no idea what 
progress, if any, has been made, and my 
view on the matter can have little’ value. 
Humanly speaking, I do not see any vhanee 
of present corporate reunion, but with God 
all things are possible. However, even if 
complete success, or anything approaching it, 
be not attained, at any rate we may hope 
and pray that lasting good will result from 
the conferences. Where such momentous 
issues are-at stake, no Church will seek merely 
a victory for herself, and there can hardly 
fail to be good results of some kind if all seek 
honestly the Victory of truth.“

PRECAUTIONS IN ISLE OF MAN. 


The Government Secretary of the Isle. of 
Man gives notice that:—(1) Nó licences will 
be issued, until further notice, for the im- 
portation into the Isle of Man of cattle, 
sheep, swine, goats, hay, straw, and peat 
moss litter from Great Britain, Ireland, or 
any other country. (2) Orders are about to 
be issued prohibiting, until farther notice, 
the importation from Great Britain, Ireland. 
or any other country into the Isle of Man of 
horsés, dogs; cats, poultry, geese, turkeys, 
and ducks, except poultry, geese, turkeys, 
and ducks entirely stripped of their feathers, 
heads, and feet. (3) Hay and straw used as 
packing will not be permitted to enter the 
Isle of Man after the 16th January, 1924, 
and goods arriviug packed in these articles 
after that date will not be allowed to be 
landed. 


IMPORTED STORE CATTLE 
SHUT OUT.

CUMBERLAND FARMERS AND

Mr. Gavan Duffy, M.P. for the Whitehaven 
Division, has interviewed Sir Robert Sanders 
in an effort to have the policy of slaughter- 
ing moderated in cases of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease.

ULSTER FARMERS AND THE 
DISEASE, 

The Executive Committee of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union, at its meeting yesterday, 
deSiored the unparalleled ravages that had 
heen made in England and Scotland by one 
of the worst outbreaks of foot-and-mouth die- 
ease that had ever been experienced. While 
they had a clean bill of health in the six 
counties, much loss had necessarily ensued 
because of the restrictions. 

The subject of compensation had also en- 
gaged the attention of the committee As a 
result they were glad to state that the Imperial 
Secretary 's Department would be responsible 
for the payment of compensation for 
any animals required to be slaughtered 
in Northern Ireland under the Dis- 
ease of Ammals Act. The committee 
hoped to receive a definite and authoritative 
pronouncement on the question of compensation 
as regarded Irish-owned cattle which became 
infected with foot-and-mouth disease after 
arrival in England or Scotland. Notwith- 
standing deliberate allegations that Ireland 
was the source and centre of infection, Lord 
Wavertree, in the course of correspondence, 
was compelled to admit, after making state- 
ments to the contrary, that there was no dis- 
ease in Ireland. That was another instance 
of the benefits of an organisation such as the 
union. ö

The following. statement from Mr. Bruce, 
Prime Minister of Australia, was issued last 
night: 

bee that Lord Leverhulme, soon after 
setting foot on Australian soil, has expressed 
the view that the White Australia’ policy 
ia retarding the development of the Common- 
wealth. Lord Leverhulme is a man whose 
opinions on certain subjects are entitled to 
respect, but I know of no reason for regard- 
ing him as an authority on the problem ot 
the settlement of Australia. Those with life- 
long experience of conditions in Northern 
Australia emphatically dissent from his view 
that it is impossible to develop that part of 
the Continent by white labour. fhe néople 
of Australia are unanimously determined to 
maintain the ‘ White Australia’ policy and to 
avoid, in its development, those problems of 
mixed races which have been found insoluble 
iu other countries. I would remind Lord 
Leverhulme that this problem has many ele- 
ments much more vital and more important 
than the commercial aspect from which he 
appears to have viewed it.“ 


SENT FOR TRIAL. 


LIMERICK BANK TELLER’S 
ALLEGED EMBEZZLEMENT. 


At a Special Court in Limerick yesterday, 
before Mr. Flood, District Justice, William 
C. R. Davis was returned for trial in bail 
of £1,000, with two sureties of £500 each, on 
the charge of embezzling £755 from the 
Limerick Branch of the Munster and Leinster 
Bauk on November 9 last, when he was in 
their employment as a teller. ' 

The money alleged to have been misappro- 
priated was a lodgment made by Messrs. 
John Clune and Company, William street, 
Limerick. 

Mr. H. O'B. Moran, State Solicitor, who 
prosecuted, said that he had a letter purport- 
ing to, be written by the accused from London 
to the manager of the bank at Limerick. In 
that letter the accused admitted that he had 
let down the hank badly. He started, he 
said; with a ‘shortage of £20 in his cash, and 
instead of owning up he began to back horses 
and plunged until he had spent 
£800 of the bank’s momey.. He said 
that he must have ben off hia 
head when he took Clune's lodgment for 
£755. The bank had been very decent to 
him. No one, he said, was to blame but 
himself: 

In the con¢luding part of his letter the 
accused said that he hoped the bank directors 
would give him an opportunity of repaying 
the money, and refrain: from haying him sent 
to jail on account of his parents. 

Evidence was given by officials at the bank 
to the effect that the accused did not at any 
time account to the bank for Messrs. Clune'e 
lodgment, and accordingly there was a de- 
ficiency. of £755 in his accounts. The acoused 
had gone ou fifteen days’ holidays on Nov. 
15, but had failed ta report Jor duty at the 
expiration of his leave, | 

Mr. J. S. Gaffney. solicitar, who appeared 
for the accused, said that he would reserve 
his defence. :

FLIGHT OF FANATICAL 
CRIMINALS,

The Times, in a leading article, says :—An 
unexpected and significant reference to 
Afghanistan at the Albert Hall on Tuesday 
night justifies such a fresh explanation as has 
been turuished to us lately by our Peshawar 
Correspo deut of the situation on the North- 
West Frontier of Lidia. In that trouolous 
region the muider of [British offieers by 
fanatical cvimiuals is one of the normal 
features of life. In response to British re 
presentations, Algbau troops, accompanied by 
the Governor of Jalalabad, have occupied 
Mandatca, but the murder gangs have fled 
from this retreat, aud are suid to be fever- 
ishly seeking an asylum eixewhere. Accord- 
ing to the latest reports, however, they are 
still living with their families iw the hills 
which divide the Afridi country from 
Afghanistan, while the Afghan Covernor, 
with a large force of Regular troops and 
artillery, remains inactive a few miles away. 

It is clear that something more than this 
sporadic display of energy is required if the 
menace is to be removed. Even on the 
fanatical borderland moral force is not with- 
out its influence. The tribesmen have a 
prudent desire ta be on the winning side, 
and, when once the convietion grows that 
the Afghan Government ‘is determined to co- 
operate with Great Britain in bringing these 
scoundrels to book, they will find every 
mat’s hand against them. That result, how- 
ever, will not be achieved if the Afghan 
Governor maintains his tactics of masterly 
inactivity while the gang is seeking another 
refuge. The authorities must continue reso- 
lntely to press oh His Majesty the Ameer 
the imperative necessity of relentlessly pur- 
suing these punitive measures until Ajab and 
his accomplices ave laid by the heels; and if 
these representations are ineffective, the 
British Representative should be withdrawn 
from Kabul, and the Khyber Pass should be 
closed to all traffic.

NO AGREEMENT WITH TRANCE. 

The Paris Correspondent of Zhe Times 
writes :—It is stated at the Quai d'Orsay this 
afternoon that there is as yet no agreement 
between France and Great Britain about the 
events in the Palatinate. The British Foreign 
Office desires to send Mr. Robert Clive, the 
British Consul-General in Munich (whose 
official style is Consul-General for Bavaria 
and the Bavarian Palatinate ') to make an 
inquiry on the ground, it is represented, that 
his jurisdiction extends to the Palatinate. The 
French object, because the Palatinate is terri- 
tory occupied by the Allies, and is regulated 
by the Rhineland agreement. Regret is ex- 
pressed that the British arguments are simi— 
lar to the German arguments.“ 

The French say that they cannot admit 
that, if it is assumed that there is a general 
and spontaneous popular movement, the 
people have no right to express their will at 
present. They hold that they (the French) 
should not take sides against the demonstra. 
tors, and should accept whatever authorities 
may be in power. t is now acknowledged 
that Mr. Eric Phipps has made a number of 
representations at the Quai d'Orsay on behalf 
of the British Government. The hope was 
entertained two days ago that an agreement 
was in sight, but apparently subsequent 
events have resulted in a disagreement.

QUESTION OF SOVEREIGNTY.

COPENHAGEN, 

The Danish-Norwegian dispute over the 
sovereignty of Greenland will be taken up 
again in Christiania on Monday. 

All the large Powers gave up™®try~claims 
on Greenland in favour of Denmark in 1920, 
but Norway refused to withdraw its claim on 
part of the territory. The view here is that 
absolute Danish sovereignty in Greenland en- 
dangers the Norwegian whale fisheries along 
Greenland. 

A revival of the old rumour that Canada 
might buy Greenland, if Denmark wanted to 
sell, is denied to-day, and reference is mace 
to Great Britain’s request, in 1920, that 
Canada might have the first refusal if Green- 
land ever came up for sale. Denmark is pre- 
paring to make this promise, and nothing 
more.

MURDER. 


ANGRY SCENES IN 
TRALEE, 


ACCUSED OFFICER 
HOOTED. 


- 


An angrey scene was witnessed at the 
steps leading to the Tralee Courthouse yester- 
day evening, when Lieutenant James Gaffney, 
of the National Army, 4 native of Dublin, 
who is charged in connéction with the murder 
of a young man named Brosnan at Scartaglin, 
was brought up in the custody of the Civic 
Guards tor the preliminary investigation 
before District Justice Johnson. 

The accused lieytenant had a very hostile 
reception at the railway station and on the 
way to tits courthouse, but the Guards rushed 
the prisoner through the crowds to the court- 
house. As he was being marched up the 
steps of the tourthonse, the father of the 
murdered boy rushed forward, and, muttering 
something, struck out at the prisoner. The 
Civic Guards intervened, and prevented an 
assault. * f 

Huge crowds were at the railway station 
when Gaffney arrived, but so quickly did the 
Civic Guards vet their prisoner from the 
station that he was in the dock before the 
bulk of the outside publie knew of his arrival. 
When Gaffney was being removed after a 
remand had been granted there was a large 
hostile crowd in the street in front of the 
courthouse, who hooted ‘the prisoner. 


THE INVESTIGATION. 


Cornelius Brosnan, father of the deceased 
man, was called by Mr. Liston, State Solici- 
tor, and stated that he was a blacksmith by 
trade, and also earried on a licensed business 
at Scartaglin. 

The Justice asked if the accused was pro- 
fessionally represented, and Mr. Liston replied 
that he thought not. 

A ,.consultation then took place with the 
accused as to whiether he intended to be 
professionally represented, and after some 
time it was announced that Mr. D. J. 
Browne, solicitor, had been engaged to appear 
for the defence. 

Subsequently Mr. Browne entered the Court 
and informed the Justice that he was engaged 
in another Court in the building and would 
not be free for a couple of hours. He was 
afraid that he could not attend to the present 
case for some time. 

The Justice—Could we take this case to- 
night, when the other Court concludes’? 

Mr. Browne—Well, I am in this position 
that I have not yet seen the accused and 
[ would like to be afforded facilities to see 
him. 

Mr. Liston said that in that case he would 
only give formal evidence of arrest at this 
stage of the proceedings, and then apply that 
the accused be remanded. That would give 
Mr. Browne an opportunity of seeing the 
accused and getting instructions from him. 

Mr. Browne—I am afraid I could not 
possibly appear in this court this evening, as 
I am In an important case in other courts. 

Mr. Liston said that Mr. Browne and him- 
self would see what could be done, and in 
the meantime he would give formal evidence 
of arrest. 

„Sergeant William Ryan, Civie Guards, 
Tralee, then gave evidence. that on the pre- 
vious day he left Tralee for Dublin. 

Mr. Liston—Did you on this morning go to 
the Bridewell at the Four Courts in Dublin! 
Yes, sir. 

Acting on your warrant, what did you do 
I arrested the prisoner and. charged him with 
the murder of Thomas Brosnan at Scartaglin 
on the 6th December, 1923. I cautioned ‘him. 

Did the accused say anything?—No, sir. 

The Justice pointed out to the accused thay 
his solicitor was not at present in court, as he 
had to go to another portion of the building, 
and that only formal evidence of arrest had 
been given against him. but he was entitled 
to question the witness if he desired to do so. 
If the accused put any questions they would 
be taken down with the answers, and might 
be used against him afterwards He asked 
if the accused desired to cross-examine the 
witness. 

The acensed stood up and replied: No, sir. 

Mr. Liston applied that the accused be re- 
mended for eight davs or sooner. 

The accused was then remanded in custody, 


JEERING CROWDS. 

When he was being removed from the court- 
house to the Civic Guard Station in a motor 
car the prisoner was subjected to a hostile 
demonstration by a large crowd congregated 
along Nelson street, which indulged in hoot 
ing and jeering. His escorts of Civie Guards 
restrained the crowd, and rushing the 
accused into the vehicle, dreve him as 
quickly as possible to the locel Civic Guard 
Station. He was detained there during the 
night, and it is believed that he will again 
appear in court to-day.

COURT OFFICERS BILL.

TEMPORARY APPOINTMENTS. 
The Court Officers (Temporary Appoint< 
ments) Bill, which the Minister for Home 
Affairs introduced in the Dail on December 

14th, has been issued. 

It is a bill to enable, during a limited 
period, persons to be appointed temporarily to 
execute the duties of certain offices connected 
with the administration of justice which are 
or shall within a limited time become vacant, 
and to restrict the making of permanent ap- 
pointments to other such offices. 

The offices mentioned in the schedule to the 
bill are: Clerk of the Crown and Peace, Under- 
Sheriff, District Probate Registrar, Local 
Registrar of Title, Assistant Registrar of 
Deeds. If any of these offices are vacant at 
the passing of this Act, or shall become vacant 
within twelve months afterwards, the Minister 
shall have power to appoint. a person tem- 
porarily to perform the duties. No person 
appointed under this Act shal] continue in the 
aftice after the expiration of two years from 
the passing of the Act. 

The Minister may appoint, subject to the 
consent of the Civil Service Commissioners, a 
person to any. of these offices who does not 
possess the qualifications prescribed by Jaw 
for that purpose; and no person shall be 
entitled to any pension, compensation or allow- 
ance on account of the termination of the 
appointment. The person appointed shall give 
adequate security for the due performance of 
his duties. 


DRUMMER BOY MURDER. 
DEARNLEY REPRIEVED. 


The followmg official statement was issued 
from the Home Office last night : : 

The investigation of the further informa- 
tion furnished by the prisoner Dearnley has 
now been completed. Vhile the result does 
not in any way touch the validitv of the 
verdict of the jury, the Home Secretary 
has come to the conclusion that it affords 
ground for the remission of the death sentence, 
and he has. accordingly, advised the King to 
commute the sentence to one of penal 
servitude for life

Coleridge made the apt observation, which 
seems particularly. applicable here, that 
Europeans and Orientals may be well repre- 
sented by two figures standing back to back, | 
the latter looking to the East—that is, 
backwards; the former looking westward or 
forward. Thus, while some call Morocco the | 
Nearest East, the inhabitants themselves give 
it the name of Farthest West, the Land of 
the Setting Sun, and the End of the World, 
because yond its ‘western boundaries 
stretched the wide Atlantic Ocean. 

Looking at the two continents facing one 
another we realise how inevitable it was that 
the histories of Southern Spain and Northern 
Africa should have overlapped and inter- 
twined. But by. one of those inscrutable re- 
verses of fortune sometimes met with in the 
history of nations, in place of the Moors in- 
vading and subjugating 
as in the days of old, it is the Spaniards 
now-a-days. who are attempting to conquer 
the Moors. The establishment of the Moorish 
Kingdom in Andalusia, with its ms at 
Granada, constitutes an entrancing and brilliant 
page in the chronicles.of the history of Spain; 
while the downfall of that kingdom. and the 
final expulsion of the Moors in 1 present 
a truly melancholy picture of. fallen greatness. 
Their gorgeous palace and stronghold, The 
Alhambra, one of the wonders of the world 
for its marvellous. beauty, is even to-day, in 
spite of its ruined condition, a wi to the 
former magnificence of the Moorish kings in 
Granada, ' wats ' ! 

At the present time Moor is a term loosely 
applied to all the inhabitants of Morocco, who 
are in reality a great mixture of races. Origi- 
nally the name indicated the Moslem. people 
of Spain, a blend of Arab, Berber, and Gothic 
blood, and is taken from Mauretania, the 
name by which the Barbary States were | 
known to the ancients. Many of the race are 
cultured and intelligent, and hand- 
some faces and sturdy frames, while the 
women are often very beautiful, the gaudy 
silks and brocades in which they clothe them- 
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peo 
easy for the hardy Riffs, who are born moun- 
taineers, to maintain a guerilla warfare and 
to keep at bay even the trained armies sent 
against them. 


i Although Morocco is largely an agricultural 
and pastoral country, w resources in this 


direction yet untouched and@undeveloped, it 

sses also several large towns, in which 
the inhabitants are engaged in the exercise 
of various trades and handicrafts. Rabat, for 
instance, is famous for its carpets and 
rugs, made by the women. on 
beautiful looms, the colour of which, 
made from vegetable. dyes, seldom fade. 
Other handicrafts are leather, brass and 
copper work, and the manufacture of native 
As in every 
Moslem work of art, there is never any pic- 
torial representation of men or animals; but 
we find instead that elaborate system of pat- 
terns and geometrical designs generally known 
as arabesque. 8 i 

There are in Morocco three classes of towns 
—the ports, the three capital cities, for there 
is no one fixed capital, and several holy 
cities. In addition to these there are a good 
number of small towns and villages which 
have grown up round market centres. Each 
town has, as a rule, three clearly marked divi- 
sions—the Kasba, or fortified portion: the 
Medina, or Moslem quarter; and the Mella, 
or Jewish quarter. The sanitary arrange- 
ments are, to say the least of it, somewhat 
faultv in the eyes of Europeans, but there is 
an abundant water supply provided by the 
snow-capped Atlas. 

Morocco is not well off for ports, but the 
chief ones on the Atlantic are Larache, Casa 
Blanca, Mogador, and Agadir. Tangier, in 
the Spanish zone, at the entrance to the 
Strait, has great natural, but undeveloped, 
Ceuta, Tetuan, and Melilla. also 
in the Spanish zone, are on the Mediterranean 
coast, —. }

“IR for its completion, ; 
he first stage consists in arranging the 
day’s mud in parallel lines. This is done by 
means of a motor-driven brush, which whirrs 
up and down the streets several times, 
distributing to the passer-by dust or mud, 
according to the season of the year. Some- 
times it gets bored of making parallel lines, 
and makes curves instead, thus demonstrat- 
ing its practical acquaintance with spherical 
as well as with plain — We are now 
ready for the second stage. This is too 
delicate a process for machinery, and requires 
hard work for its due performance. Squads 
of toil-worn, yet—as befits artists-—leisnrely 
men, some with shovels, some with brushes, 
set to work on the parallel lines, 
or the graceful curves. Those with 
brushes assemble the mud into small heaps; 
those with shovels amalgamate the small heaps 
into more imposing mounds. The ignorant 
might imagine that a cart would figure in the 

next process. But that is not so. 

After the departure of the elderly crafts- 
men with brush and shovel, a large loco- 
motive, bearing the outward semblance of an 
ambulance, makes its appearance. It travels 
at a great speed, and its function is to pour 
a beneficent stream of water over the mud 
mounds or dust mounds, as the case may be. 
The manipulators of this apparatus are skilled 
men, well versed in the exact formula con- 
trolling the consistency and substance 
of our mud. A little too much 
too little water and the 
tion loses its characteristic form. 
these artists have gone their way a policeman 
very often arrives to take his stand in some 
door way, with meditative pipe, and to watch 
over the integrity of our civic mud supplies. 

The jealousy of the-suburbs and the pride of 
the city can easily be seen at work in this 
matter of mud. My own suburb, for example, 
is so ashamed of the quality and consistency 
of its mud that it actually takes it away. It 
has the grace, however, to do so covertly, 
and dares not to depriye the dwellers within 
its gates of their geological treasures 
in the light of day. Therefore doth it put 
out the public lights shortly after midnight, 
eo that no man may witness its villainy. Rut 
just as in Athens the citizen evading his 
duty as a voter was stained with Tyrian dye. 
so he who is a suburban and not. a citizen of 
Dublin is freely bespattered with samples of 
mud, so that his fellows may marvel and

righ to be citizens of no mean city. Mnni- 
ficence even in mud is ever to be admired.

JANUARY IN THE GARDEN. 


- 


(BY HORTENSIS.) i a 


EW Year's resolutions obtain in the 
N garden no whit less than in other walks 
of life. In some gardens they are re- 
markably prevalent, though were they as 
effective as their creators imagine they would 
necessarily cease to be as perennial as they 
are fervent. For in the 2 a New Year's 
resolution is a sop to Ceres, a tanting for 
future favours, an admission of past back- 
sliding—-it implies, moreover, that last sum- 
mer has left much to be desired, last autumn 
has accomplished far less than autumn’s due. 
He who, standing with his back to the 
year that is gone, and his face to the waxing 
sun, can account his autumn and his winter 
well spent, is well on the road to a good 
garden year. Autumn is his testing, and 


woe to that man who has frittered away his 
most precious season in idle toying with his 


flower garden and his new paved paths. For 
groundwork is the autumn’s task, foundations 
must be laid then. or hever will they he laid 
so surely—deep digging, generous manuring, 


‘drastic cleaning, constant bon-fire. making 


not till these are well in hand should the 


‘lighter. and more delicate tasks of pruning, 


nailing spraying,. and like be 
These are the aristocrats among garden 
duties, and as such are apt to attract. and 


hold, while digging is relegated: to a lower 


plece as dull routine. 


In gardening there is endless choice, endless 
variety, seldom monotony, and therein in part 
lies its snare, for the variety of taske is such 
that some, like butterflies, will flit from 
flower to flower, from place to place. Others, 
also extreme, will- settle down to the most 
obvious necessity, and, with heads bent and 
backs doubled, will plod like patient camels 
until the very last sod is turned, the very 
last load of manure wheeled, the path swept 
tidy, and darkness like a blanket has de- 
scended over all. 

Only then will they retire to their well 
earned rest and refreshment, quite oblivious 
of the fact that their greenhouse ventilators 
have been closed all day in spite of the 
warmth of the sun, and that their pot plants 
are flagging for lack of moisture. For the 
gardener must needs have spider's eyes, un- 
tiring feet and hands for * and every task 
as it presents itself, and, hardest of all. must 
abhor the lust of finishing, and relinquish 
ungrudgingly a congenial job should one more 
urgent need his attention. 

In gardens where the ground-work is well 


may be undertaken, and preparations must be 
made for the busiest months of all, March 
and April. 

If seeds have not been ordered this should 
be done without further delay, for the seeds- 
man also has his busy months, and, if 
possible, they should be forestalled. Seed 

xes should be looked over, and any damage 
made good; a good store of fibrous loam 
should be procured in readiness, with bonfire 
ash, sand, and a little well-decayed manure 
or leaf soil. If seed pans are used in place 
of boxes, these should be well scrubbed with 


soap and water, as also the broken arog 


that will be needed for drainage. 

The chrysanthemum stools that have been 
cut down after flowering will now be sending 
up the suckers needed ior cuttings. If they 
seem doubtful as to the necessity of produc- 
ing suckers they should be encouraged with 
occasional soakings of weak liquid cow 
manure, Guano, sulphate of potash, or super- 
4 sagen of lime. Great care must be taken 

the selection of suckers for propagation, 
and. large, coarse shoots, showing flower buds 
cr shoots growing from the old 
stead of pushing up from the ground, should 
be avoided, The ideal cutting is about one 


and a half to two inches long, and has an 


imhocent appearance; a sophisticated-looking 
cutting seldom makes a good plant. 

When the suckers have made good growth 
of about four inches from the ground they 
are ripe for cuttings. 

Herring-boxes male excellent nursery boxes, 
and if they are not obtainable then boxes of 
a fair depth and a handy size must be found, 
Drainage must not be forgotten, and four 

holes must be bored in the bottom 
efore the boxes are ready for use. A good 
compost for chrysanthemum cuttings is one 
consisting of equal parts of loam, leaf-soi 
and sand. The loam should be stack 
turf at least six months ola, cut from a 
pasture and sprinkled with lime at the time 
of stacking. When required it should be 
chopped wn with a spade into smal! 
pieces, and broken up fine with the fingers, 
never sieved. 

The boxes should have a layer of clean 
crocks placed at the bottom, then a layer of 
old mushroom manure or suchlike, then the 


well-mixed compost should be filled up to the ' 


of the box and pressed down very firm 
with a brick. This will give head room for 
the cuttings, and will allow of the boxes 
‘being covered with alean glass until the 
cuttings begin to strike.

HE recent outbreak of foot-and-mouth 

| disease has given rise to much specula- 
tion on the probable sources of origin 

of the disease. According to some authori- 
ties the germs are carried by sea-gulls from 
Central Europe. If this be the case—and 
the supposition is not as fantastic as it might 
at first appear—then the almost certain 
offender is the common  black-headed or 
laughing gull, called by ornithologists 
Larus ridibundus, for it is the only member 
of its kind that can live almost entirely in- 
dependent of marine surroundings. As the

accompanying photograph shows, it may be 
seen, especially during the winter months, 
hovering over the waters of the Liffey, or 
wheeling round sich small lakes and open 
spaces as the city provides. Far up the 
river valleys of England the black-headed 
gull is found to wander, while there is good 
reason to believe that many members of the 
now Hourishing colony on the Lake of 
Geneva never visit the sea at any time, 

In view of its prenomen it is an interest- 
ing fact that the black-headed gull is never 
black headed, and that it is brown headed 
during only a ‘very limited portion of the 
year. At times other than the breeding 
season the dark brown hood from which the 
bird erroneously derives its name’ virtually 
does not exist, and the head is pure white, 
with a small brown spot behind the ear. 
In other words, the brown head is merely 

of the nuptial plumage, and is assumed 
after the spring moult. It is true that there 
are occasional exceptions to this rule; the 
accompanying photograph, for example, was 
taken last January. 

The food of the black-headed gull is com- 
posed largely of insects, caterpillars, earth- 
worms, slugs, and all sorts of larvo, while it 
is willing to eat almost anything from the 
bread which is thrown to it by the kindly 
disposed householder to the . piscatorial 
dainties which it catches for itself. Now it 
is plain from the above catalogue of its diet 
that even the well behaved and sea abiding 
black-headed gull must journey inland from 
time to time on foraging expeditions, while 
it is equally certain that many birds of this 
species frequent the open sea as little as the 
swallow or the garden thrush. It. will be 
seen, then, that this particular gull has 
many opportunities for loitering in places 
oceupied by cattle, and, since the, birds have 
a very wide distribution, singular facilities 
for conveying disease germs from pne country 
to another. Its migration routes are some- 
what complicated, but the black-headed gull 
is found in most parts of Europe and Asia, 
including China, Japan, and the Phillipines; 
and it is certain that a great many of the 
Northern European birds visit the British 
Isles at some time or another, while many 
doubtless travel to us from further dis- 
tances on their way northward in the spring. 
The bacillus responsible for foot-and-mout 
disease is said to be so minute that its detec- 
tion by the microscope is at present im- 
the case, it.is rather 
unfair to malign the black-headed gull on 
what is, after all, only a hypothesis.

THE BERSAGLIERI.

HE Bersaglieri (Bersaglia, a target) are 
4 3 the crack soldiers of Italy. The 
Italians claim that they are the crack 
soldiers of the world. They are specially 
selected and specially trained; they are won- 
derful shots; every man has to be a marks- 
man, and their speed in marching is proyer- 
bial. In full marching order, they can swing 
along, occasionally breaking into a jog-trot, 
at the amazing speed of six and a half miles 
an hour. It is claimed for them that no other 
troops can do this and keep it up for any 
length of time. No man, unless he is of ex- 
ceptional physique, can hope to survive the 
severity of the training; it is truly a case of 
the survival of the fittest. 

Their inception was due to Colonel Ales- 

sandro della Marmora. When he got the idea 
of forming a corps of specially selected men 
he approached King Victor Emmanuel and 
asked his consent. II re galantuomo, the 
gentleman King, as the grandfather of the 
present King was proudly called, hesitated for 
some ‘ime, but finally gave permission for the 
formation of one company. 
Della Marmora, greatly pleased, hastened 
back to Turin. He knew that the King was 
coming there in a few months to review his 
troops, and he was determined to show what 
could be done even in that short time. 

He got speedily to work, and, when the 
King arrived in Turin five months later, be 
found awaiting him on the parade ground 
some six miles from the Royal Palace, his first 
company of Bersaglieri. Their extremely 
smart appearance and their novel head-gear 
made a great impression, and, although so re- 
cently formed, their steadiness on parade won 
them universal admiration. 

The parade over, the King drove back to the 
Palace through the crowded gaily-decorated 
streets. On his arrival there he was both 
amazed and angered to find another company 
of Bersaglieri drawn up awaiting him. Still 
greater was his amazement when he perceived 
Della Marmora coolly standing there; signal- 
ling him to approach, he demanded indignantly 
why his instructions had been exceeded. He 
had given permission for the formation of one
